Jerusalem police yesterday began 
investigating scores of people in- 
volved in the preparation and handl- 
ing of matriculation examinations, 
after, an official complaint from the 
Ministry of Education that a 
mathematics examination schedul- 
ed far next Monday had been stolen. 

The opening of the investigation 
followed a revelation by Biton on TV 
on Tuesday night that the exam and 
others were being sold for thousands 
of pounds oh the black market. 

(In' ah all-night effort the ex- 
aminations department of the 
ministry, under Dan Hass, began 
preparing an alternate exam In 


maths which will be ready by Mon- 
day.) 

In addition to promising full 
cooperation with police. Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer yester- 
day asked director-general Eliezer 
Shmueli to set up a team to review 
the entire process of writing, prin- 
ting and distributing exams, 
submit concfosions within a month. 
Mordechai Wertheimer, adviser to 
the Civil Service Commissioner, will 
head the committee, according to 
the ministry spokesman. 

State Comptroller Yitzhak Neben- 
zahl also instructed his staff y eatery 
day to begin an investigation of 
procedures for preparing examina- 
tion questionnaires. 

Knesset Member Meir Cohen

This ■ emerges from the research on academic 
achievement in elementary schools by Prof. Avraham 
Mlnkowlch and Drs. D. Davis and Y. Baahl, published 


_ ^""Nthis week by the Ministry of Education. The field work 
C C ? 1 , \Ol for the report was done in May 1973, among some 17,000 
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\ 
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pupils in 98 schools. 

The findings were processed to determine the 
relationship between achievement and variables which 
'describe the student (including his self-image) , Me 
borne (including the communal origin of his parents and 
bring conditions) . and his school (services available, 
special equipment, experience and attitude* of teachers 
and headmaster).

This fact, the report states, is “a symptom of the 
general unfortunate phenomenon” In which various 
projects of the Education Ministry, academic in- 
stitutions of Individual Initiatives originally designed 
for the child “in need of nurturing” often operate maln- 
. 2y in schools for middle-class students. 

. Other findings regarding lower-class schools: the 
teachers generally have less experience and less oppor- 
tunity for in-service training than their colleagues at 
better schools. Administrators tend to spend more time 
on daily problems In administration than on cqntact 
with parents, teachers, and students. 

Though the official budget for poor schools is larger, 
middle-class schools have the advantage of parents’ 
contributions for general upkeep or special projects. 
Teachers and administrators in better schools also tend 
to get higher pay. 

Not surprisingly, the Investigators found a Ugh cor- 
relation between the quality of the school and the quali- 
ty of the student's achievement. But this, like all of the 
research findings, u too complex to allow for simple 
canchislans; - ....

‘K’s impact on history dubious’

The impact of former UJ3. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger on history seems ever more dubious as time 
goes on, according to prominent American historian 
Theodore Draper. 

“Little of his handiwork remains," Draper said 
yesterday at the opening of a symposium on “intellec- 
tuals in politics” at the Van Leer Institute in Jerusalem. 

Noting the tributes to his power lavished upon 
Kissinger by authors and journalists during his tenure 
as America's chief foreign-policy fqrmulator. Draper 
said, “l am inclined to beUeve.that Ktaslnger'a power 
over the American press waa greater than his power 
over anything else.”' Before former President Nixon 
was undone by Watergate, he said, Kissinger had 
theories but did not put .them into practice. When he 
took over the foreign policy reins more firmly. Draper 
said, Kissinger devised theories to suit Ms practice. 
-..“How much, history, was shaped by Kissinger 
becomes^ more and more dubious.., Kissinger was 
successful in shaping his histrionics, not history,” said 
Draper, who is associated, with ithe Institute for Ad- 
vanced Study, Princeton University. 

Reviewing the political influence of intellectuals in 
American history. Draper concluded that they are only 


as important* as politicians want them to be. "Politics 
demand 55-45 decisions. For intellectuals such decisions 
are agonizing.” The Intellectual prefe r s to wait for 
more evidence in such cases while the politician 
decides. Ghost writing may be the ultimate expression 
of intellectual involvement in politics, Draper said, 
noting that It Involved “words without responsibility ." 

Former U.S: Senator Eugene J. McCarthy warned of 
the dangers to Intellectuals compromising their beliefs 
while attempting to exert an Influence on practical 
politics. 

The former director-general of the Foreign Ministry, 
Prof. Shlomo Avineri. quoted from Sir Thomas More on 
whether intellectuals should join the Council of Princes. 
On the one hand they might make a contribution, but on 
the other they might find themselves the court jester. 
This 10 th Century musing applied to the Democratic 
Movement for Change. Avineri' said, In Its current 
deliberations over whether to join the Likud govern- 
ment. 

Referring to intellectuals in the Arab world, Avineri 
said they did not play the role of critics of society 
traditionally played by Intellectuals in the Western 
world.

Institute for International Relations of The Hebrew

Hussein to 
Cairo for 
talks on 
M.E. role

Jordan's King Hussein is planning 
to go to Egypt within the next 24 
hours for crucial talks on Ms future 
role In the Middle East peace 
negotiations currently being pressed 
by the U.S. 

.Hussein, who met last week with 
Syrian President Hafez Assad, is ex- 
pected to examine with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat the 
prospects of his reinstatement as the 
representative of the West Bank in 
future Middle East deliberations. 

For some time Sadat has been 
seeking Palestine Liberation 
Organization agreement tar a Jorda- 
nian delegation incorporating in- 
dependent Palestinian figures, to 
participate in the negotiations. 

Sadat has two objectives: first, to 
avoid the thorny issue of the PLO 
Middle East radical stance, and, se- 
cond. to thwart the impression that 
he is abrogating a 3974 Rabat sum- 
mit decision which acknowledged 
the PLO aa the “sole” represen- 
tative of the Palestinians, including 
those in the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip- 

Hussein's ultimate standing 
appears to depend heavily on the 
forthcoming Washington talks 
between U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter and Premier Menahem 
Begin, particularly on the latter's 
conception of the future of the West 
Bank, the U.S.-advocated "Palesti- 
nian homeland,” and the framework 
of peace negotiations and the aet-up 
of the parties involved. 

Sadat is reported to feel that the 
question of the Arab line-up towards 
future negotiations is a pressing 
issue, especially now that the U.S. 
has outlined the guidelines of a Mid- 
dle East settlement. 

Indications from Cairo are that the 
Arabs are now more than ever ready 
to want negotiations since 
Washington has Indicated that such 
deliberations would be conducted on 
specifics rather than generalities. 
Arab commentators In the state-rail 
news media of neighbouring coun- 
tries viewed thin week's flurry of 
statements in Washington as having 
saved the parties involved from 
plunging into ambiguities concer- 
ning the Interpretation of UN Resolu- 
tion 242 and outstanding issues, such 
as withdrawals, East Jerusalem and 
the promotion of a "Palestinian 
homeland." 

Judging from various remarks 
made in different neighbouring 
capitals, the Arabs appear satisfied 
with what they regard as the course 
of events pledged to Arab leaders by 
Carter. What they seem to expect 
next la for Garter to discuss with 
Begin a timetable for starting con- 
crete negotiations and the formation 
of teams to begin ' deliberating 
specific issues In dispute. 

Saudi Arabia's Crown Prince 
Fahd,~ the top decision meker of the 
world's largest dll exporting country 
which last night forced Opec to . 
freeze a planned five per cent oil 
price increase,, was quoted yester- 
day as advising the Arab nations to 
trust Carter and his ability to 
achieve a peace settlement in the

U.S. recites 
peace vows 
by Arabs

WASHINGTON. — The U.S. declared 
yesterday that Egypt. Syria and Jor- 
dan have publicly indicated a 
willingness to moke peace with 
Israel. 

On Tuesday, Assistant Secretary of 
State Alfred Atherton made such an 
assertion but had not cited specifics. 
At the press briefing later in the day, 
the spokesman was pressed to point 
to specific examples of the Arab 
states' willingness to make peace 
with Israel. He said that a response 
would be prepared. 

Yesterday,' the spokesman issued a 
lengthy statement referring to 
Egypt, Jordanian and Syrian in- 
dications of peaceful intentions. 

“In the Sinai agreement of 
September 1976." the spokesman 
said, “the Egyptian and Israel 
governments commit themselves to

CARTER APPROVED ME. STATEMENT 

U.S. officials trading 
blame over ‘blunder’

WASHINGTON. — State Depart- 
ment and White House officials are 
privately blaming each other for the 
latest UJ3. policy statement on the 
Middle East, now regarded here as 
having been a diplomatic blunder of 
major proportions. The decision to 
release the statement was made by 
President Garter, sources here said. 

to Its lead editorial yesterday, 
even "The New York Times" lashed 
out against “impatient Washington 
hands’* who “crank out policy 
statements." The editorial, one of 
the most favourable to Israel that 
t lie newspaper has published In a 
long time, was especially critical of 
the current conduct of U.S. policy In 
the Middle East, both by President 
Carter and the State Department. 

"Xt Is the job of diplomats to settle 
conflict, to compromise for the 


success of negotiation, to stay on 
good terms with ail.” it asserted. “It 
La the job of a president to lead 
toward an objective, with or without 
successful negotiation. 

"The American objective in the 
Middle East is not a 'settlement,* 
this year or ever — it is a peace that 
can last — and, peace or war, a 
secure Israel.” 

While the State Department denies 
In public that the U.S. erred by tam- 
ing its public statement nailing for 
Israel territorial withdrawal on all 
three fronts, several American of- 
ficials are private l? conceding it was 
a mistake to have done so. 

Officials here now believe that the 
statement should probably have 
been conveyed privately to Israel, 
through normal diplomatic 
channels. "The same point could 
have been made, without arousing 
everyone,” one U.S. source said. 


Common Market 
urges ‘homeland’ 

for Palestinians 


LONDON. — European Common 
Market summit leaders yesterday 
called for the establishment of a 
national home for the Palestinian 
people and said a Middle East peace 
settlement will not be possible 
without it. 

They said the Palestinians must 
take part in any peace talks "in an 
appropriate manner” and that, aa 
part of a general Middle East peace 
settlement, Israel must recognize 
“the legitimate rights of the Palesti- 
nian people." 

At the same time, while rejecting 
territorial conquests by force, they 
called on the Arabs to recognize “the 
right of Israel to live in peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries.” 

The summit leaders took this first 
joint stand on the Middle East by the 
Nine Common Market countries. 

Officials in Jerusalem yester- 
day withheld immediate com- 
ment on the Common Market 
statement. One official said that 
a reaction was being planned but 
he would not say when it would be 
published. 

Other officials blamed France 
for pushing the document, and 
particularly deplored the fact 
that Holland and West Germany 
endorsed the statement along 
with the other EEC members. 

EEC officials said it took two 
months to prepare the statement, 
which they -described as one of. the 
most important in its history. 

They said that the U.S. was in- 
formed in advance. 

"The Nine." the statement said, 
"have affirmed' their belief that a 
solution to the conflict in the Middle 
East will be possible only If the 
legitimate right of the Palestinian 


people to give effective expression to 
its national identity is translated into 
fact, which would take into account 
the need for a homeland for the 
Palestinian people.” 

“They consider." the statement 
said, "that the representatives of the 
parties to the conflict, including the 
Palestinian people, must participate 
in the negotiations in an. appropriate 
manner to be worked out in consulta- 
tion between all the parties con- 
cerned.” 

It continued. "In the context of an 
overall settlement, Israel must be 
ready to recognize the legitimate 
rights of the Palestinian people. 
Equally, the Arab side must be 
ready to recognize the legitimate 
right of Israel to live in peace within 
secure and recognized boundaries.” 

"Xt is not through the acquisition of 
territory by force that the security of 
the states of the region can be 
assured," the statement said. "But it 
must be based on commitments to 
peace exchanged between all the 
parties concerned with a view to es- 
tablishing truly peaceful relations. 

"The Nine believe that the peace 
negotiations must be resumed 
urgently, with the aim of agreeing 
and implementing a comprehensive, 
just and lasting settlement of the 
conflict,” the statement continued. 
"They remain ready to contribute to 
the extent the parties wish in finding 
a settlement opd in putting It into, 
effect. They are also ready to con- 
sider participating In guarantees in 
the framework of the UN." 

The statement was issued soon 
after the formal opening of a two-day 
summit, under the chairmanship of 
British Prime Minister James 
Callaghan. (UPI, AP) 


Dinitz returns, to brief 
Cabinet on ties with U.S.

Ambassador to Washington 
Simcha Dinitz arrived in Jerusalem 
yesterday and will report to Sun- 
day's cabinet meeting on recent 
developments in American relations 
with Israel. 

Dinitz will participate in the 
preparation of Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin 's forthcoming visit 
to Washington. Following his 
arrival, he met with Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan. 

The U.S. administration has not 
set any conditions for Begin's visit, 
Dinitz said upon his arrival. Begin 
will be received &b a welcome 
visitor.

Meshel accepts 
Begin’s call for 
‘social contract’

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeruham Meshel jumped 
up yesterday evening in the middle 
of a speech by Menahem Begin and 
said, "Mr. Prime Minister, I accept 
your invitation.” 

The invitation extended by Begin, 
who was addressing the annual 
meeting of the Manufacturers 
Association at a gala dinner at the 
Hilton, was lor the Histadrut and toe 
employers to join the government in 
Immediate negotiations on a “social 
contract" aimed at bringing about 
stability in the economy and, es- 
pecially at crushing inflation. 

Begin dwelt at length on the sub- 
ject of inflation, pointing out that he 
believed it had helped, even if in- 
directly, In launching World War II 
and killing six million Jews, for it 
had destroyed the middle class In 
Germany, demoralized toe workers, 
and paved the way for the rise of 
Hitlerism. 

He also came out strongly for a 
programme of “social justice 
without socialism," which meant do- 
ing away with the slums and seeing 
that there was no unemployment, 
either as a political weapon or as the 
result of an economic recession. 


spokesman, Dinitz said that the 
known differences between Israel 
and the U.S. continued In force and 
that they would constitute one of the 
subjects which will be discussed dur- 
ing Begin's visit. 

"If the Americans had any mis- 
understanding concerning Israel's 
readiness to enter negotiations with 
the Arabs without any prior con- 
ditions, they have now been dispelled 
by Mr. Begin's statement and that of 
the Foreign Ministry," he said. 

Regarding his own future. Dinitz 
told reporters: “I will remain in the 
U.S. until I am told to return home. I 
don't know how long that will be.” 

Dinitz will he returning to 
Washington at the end of next week. 


But a decision was made over the 
weekend at the highest levels in the 
U.3. government to go public. The 
feeling was, according to informed 
sources, that it was better to have a 
“flap" with Israel now rather than 
later. 

The Americana, having been 
angered by statements last week 
made by Prime Minister Begin and 
Foreign Minister Dayan, felt a 
public U.S. reaction would serve as 
toe most effective restraining force 
on such further statements. 

& addition to toe concern over toe 
Begin/Dayan statements, the .deci- 
sion was also stimulated by the very 
critical speech delivered an Monday 

— but released over the weekend to 
the press — by Republican Sen. 
Jacob Javlts. 

That speech, which went after the 
administration’s policies poim-by- 
point, was seen by the White House 
as the start of a pro-Israel “cam- 
paign” against the president, and 
they wanted it stopped. 

But officials here now concede 
they did not expect the statement to 
arouse such an uproar both in Israel 
and among Israeli supporters here. 
They insist that there was nothing in 
the statement intended to change 
U.S. policy as outlined earlier by 
President Carter and Vice-President 
Mondale. The purpose of the state- 
ment, the officials add, was merely 
to clarify U.S. positions especially on 
the need for Israel to negotiate 
territorial withdrawals from Sinai, 
the Golan Heights, the West Bank 
and the Gaza Strip. 

According to informed sources 
here, the actual idea for the state- 
ment originated in the White House 

— meaning the National Security 
Council — with the president's ap- 
proval. But the State Department 
drafted the actual text of the state- 
ment, which was later cleared by toe 
White House. 

In justifying the need for the state- 
ment U.S. officials are saying they 
were alarmed not only by the public 
statements made by Begin and 
Dayan, but also by the private 
remarks Begin made to U.S. Am- 
bassador in Israel Samuel Lewis. 

According to reliable sources here 
Begin is reported to have told Lewis 
that Israel wants peace, is ready to 
negotiate without prior conditions 
and that everything was negotiable. 
But he Is also said to have pointed 
out Israel's national claims to Judea. 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip. 

Apparently, the Americans were

Show of support 
for Carter’s 
Mideast policy 

WASHINGTON. - Nine U.S. 
Senators — Including Hubert 
Humphrey and Arbraham Riblcoff 
— last night wrote to President Jim- 
my Carter to assure him that he had 
"strong, support in the Senate” for 
Ms effort to “help Israel and the 
Arab nations secure a genuine and 
lasting peace." 

But the letter, which was toe In- 
itiative of the administration. didnot 
call for a return to the 1967 borders 
with only minor adjustments or for a 
Palestinian homeland — two points 
which the president has suggested 
and which have aroused American 
friends of Israel. 

The letter stressed the need for the 
U.S. to continue its "historical com- 
mitment” to assure the security of 
Israel, and to avoid the use of U.S.

At the same time, he told the 
press, loan periods are to be reduced 
sharply — from 20 to 12 years.

Criteria for entitlement to assisted 
housing have been broadened and 
the point system, whereby entitle- 
ment b determined, has been Im- 
proved.

Increasing 
over the years. 

The changes in the terms of the 
loans will come into force tomorrow. 
July 1. 

Patt said that the programme had 
been prepared by the previous 
government, but that he believes 
that a revision of the criteria for en- 
titlement to housing is indicated. 

Emphasis in the future will be on 
rental housing. Patt declared.

Patt committee to work towards 
abolishing law protecting tenants

Construction and Housing Minister 
Gideon Patt yesterday announced 
that within two weeks he will appoint 
a committee to examine the Tenants 
Protection Law, with the aim of 
totally replacing it. 

The minister told a press con- 
ference that the existing law ex- 
propriates landlords, some of whom 
built their houses before the es- 
tablishment of the State, and have 
become impoverished while some of 
their flats are rented to protected 
tenants with medium to high in- 
comes. 

At the same time. Patt added, the 
committee will have to take into ac- 
count key money paid by tenants at 
the market rates which have 
developed over the years. Rents will 
at least have to be linked to price in- 
flation, but low-income tenants will 
get a subsidy. A distinction will have 
to be made between tenants of 
Amidar. the Government property 
company, and those of private 
landlords. He added that Amidar is 
unable to cope with the number of 


tenants it has now. 

The plan to sell off 4,000 unsold 
flats of Shlkwi U/ttuoh to foreign In- 
vestors, as publicized in the news 
media in the last few days, is intend- 
ed mainly to extricate the govern- 
ment building company from its 
financial straits, Patt declared. A se- 
cond objective is to attract foreign 
Investors to put some $4Qm. into 
these unsold flats- The minister ad- 
mitted that the flats may remain un- 
occupied even after their sale to 
private investors. 

Patt said that investment in these 
flats also will be open, on equal 
terms, to local investors, within the 
terms' applicable to approved enter- 
prises which Include housing for 
rent. 

The minister has so far met with 
three groups of potential investors 
and offered them most of the flats 
which Shikun UJftunh has on its 
hands — a total of 5,780. The in- 
vestors will get a so-called standing 
loan of 1120,000, another loan of 

: IL40.000-IL50,000, and will have to 
put up IL120.000 of their own. 

For the first seven years the fiats 


will be managed by a government 
corporation which may have to be 
established for this purpose. The cor- 
poration will pay the interest on the 
loans during the first seven years, as 
well as maintenance costs, and will 
collect the rent from tenants. The 
foreign investors will get a return on 
their money only after seven years, 
and in the last five years of the loan 
period will have to pay interest. / 

hi addition, the government will 
have to give tenants an additional 
subsidy of IL200 per month, over and 
above the regular subsidy given to 
Amidar tenants. That subsidy is now 
IL300 per month. The total annual 
subsidy to tenants, assuming that all 
4,000 flats will be rented, will thus 
total XL24m. 

Patt referred to the same subject 
in the Knesset yesterday. He said 
that the terms under which young 
couples, large families and other 
deserving cases were granted State- 
assisted housing would not be any 
worse than the conditions laid down 
by a Labour housing minister, even 
if the Likud government sold Shi km 
Ufituoh fiats to foreign investors. 


Girls’ conscription is 
referred to House unit

After a 60-minute debate marked 
by frequent interjections from the 
members' benches and heated 
arguments, the Knesset yesterday 
voted to refer to the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee two motions 
for the agenda on “The Question of 
the Cbnscription of Girls to the Israel 
Defence Forces.” 

The motions, which are the first 
dealt with by the Ninth Knesset, 
were submitted by Ora Namir 
(Alignment-Labour) and Aldva Nof 
(Democratic Movement for 
Change). Both MKs objected to the 
clause in the coalition guidelines 
whereby girls would be exempt from 
conscription on the basis of their own 
declaration of religious observance, 
and they would no longer have to 
prove it before exemptions boards. 

Mrs. Namir added that this would 
deprive the nation of the vital ser- 
vices of an ever-growing number of 
girls, most of whom, moreover, 
would not even do voluntary civilian 
national service — an alternative 
now chosen by many girls exempted 
from military service on religious 
grounds. 

If the Orthodox parties were so 
worried about the adverse effects 
military service might have on 
religious girls, she asked, why did 
they not worry about the morality of 
all our girls? Furthermore, this 
tacitly impugned the morality of 
religious girls who do serve. 

Nof added that this exemption 
system would encourage deceit, 
since previously many girls had 
been caught lying about their 
religiosity when they appeared 


before the boards. Not opened his 
talk with a string of quotations from 
the Bible and medieval halachists 
showing that Jewish law not only 
does not discourage, but in cir- 
cumstances such as Israel is living 
in today, emphatically commands 
women to render national service. 


Nof, a former member of the 
Likud (which be left with his Free 
Centre colleague Shmuel Tamir to 
join the DMO and who in his youth 
had been a member of Be tar, also 
turned to the Likud’s Herut 
members with quotations from "our 
teacher and master" Ze'ev 
Jabotinsky concerning the role of 
Jewish women as equal members of 
the Jewish nation. 

Prime Minister Men ahem Begin 
interrupted to note Net's adjustment 
“to the new style." 


Defence Minister Ezer Welzman 
opened his reply by telling Mrs.. 
Namir and her Alignment colleagues 
that there were “many far graver 
issues’’ that they could have raised 
concerning the country's security 
situation. He said the new exemption 
procedure would not harm security, 
and asked the opposition to join the 
coalition in “once placing our 
trust in our girls’ honesty." Even 
without a check by an exemptions 
board, any girl caught giving a false 
declaration would be prosecuted. 

Weizman's request to refer Mrs. 
Namir's motion to committee was 
opposed only by the DMC, with the 
Democratic Front for Peace and 
Equality (Rakah) abstaining. The 
DMC voted with the coalition to refer 
Nof s motion, after they had failed 
by 52-43 to secure a plenary debate. 


Heated debate over policy 
towards Galilee Arabs

The Knesset yesterday rejected a 
motion for the agenda by Hanna 
Moiss (Democratic Movement for 
Peace and Equality) concerning 
“The Activities of the Interior 
Ministry's Northern District 
Representative. Ylsrael Koenig.” 
This was the second motion for the 
agenda dealt with by the present 
Knesset. 

Only the DFPE members and 
Shelli's Meir Pa'il supported the mo- 
tion. 

Many Alignment and Democratic 
Movement for Change members, 
Shelli’s Arie Eliav. and Shulamit 
Aloni (Citizens Rights Movement) 
raised their hands to indicate absten- 
tion. 

The DFPE’s Tawfik Zayyad, 
mayor of Nazareth, addressed the 
House to give the details of his 
colleague’s motion. The specific 
basis of the motion was the Ihterior 
Ministry’s recent action in 
demolishing a structure that had 
been built without a permit in the 
Galilee Arab village of Iksal. Zayyad 
used the occasion to deliver & 
general broadside against the 
“racist attitudes" guiding Koenig, 
the Interior Ministry that continued 


to employ him, and the governments 
that continued to allow the ministry 
to conduct such policies and employ 
such officials. 

Hie debate was heated, marked by 
frequent interjections from the 
benches and vituperative inter- 
bench arguments. 

Interior Minister -Yosef Burg’s 
reply, which kept to the Iksal inci- 
dent, waa especially punctured by 
eruptions from the floor, including 
the volcanic ones of Zayyad- At one 
point, when Zayyad shouted that the 
country's Arabs were compelled to 
live like dogs, the DMC a Zaidan 
Atcfte, a Druse, shouted; “Take that 
back ! That's a lie! Deal with specific 
cases!" 

Eliav, taking the floor to explain 
Ms abstention, said he believes that 
there is a grave Issue here which 
should be discussed in committee. 
However, he could not join in the 
DFPE initiative because that party 
got its inspiration “from a place 
where no parliament exists in which 
a similar outcry can be raised on 
behalf of that country’s persecuted 
Jews.” Here he was Interrupted by 
repeated cries from the DFPE’s 
Tawfik Toubl and Meir Wilner of 
“Shame!” and "When you say that, 
you’re only covering up for Koenig!” 


Yadin meets 
Likud today

TEL AVIV. — Professor Yigael 
Yadin. leader of the Democratic 
Movement for Change, will meet the 
senior Likud leaders this morning to 
receive "clarifications’* before 
deciding whether to renew 
negotiations on entering the Govern- 
ment.

Men&hem Begin (head of the Likud’s 
Herut wing). Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich (who heads the 
Liberal wing) and Minister of In- 
dustry, Commerce and Tourism 
Yigael Hurvitz (of the Likud’s 
La 'am component) at 10.30 in the 
Prime Minister’s office. 

The DMC wants to know what the 
prospects are for changing the elec- 
toral system, what kind of portfolios 
it can expect (and what powers will 
go with these) , and what influence or 
freedom of action it will have on the 
question of future borders with Jor- 
dan and Jewish settlement in Judea 
and Samaria. 

The answers it gets will serve as a 
basis for decision when the DMCi 
Knesset faction and Secretariat 
meet to decide whether to resume 
the coalition talks. No date has been 
set for the forum’s next meeting. 


Evron nominated 
as director-general

Shlomo Avineri, resigned upon- 
Dayan's entry into his post- It is un- 
derstood that Mr. Dayan also had 
considered the candidacy of Yosef 
Chechanover. the head of the 
Ministry of Defence purchasing mis- 
sion to the U.S.. for the post, but that 
Chechanover, during his visit here 
last week, had declined. 

Evron is deputy director-general 
of the ministry, in charge of 
relations with the U.S! He had 
previously served as minister to 
Washington and ambassador to 
Canada- 

Following Shimon Peres' nomina- 
tion to head the Labour Party’s list 
for the elections in April, he asked to 
cancel Evron's scheduled appoint- 
ment as ambassador to Britain. It 
was reported at that time that Peres 
intended to appoint him either am- 
bassador In Washington or director- 
general of the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice in case of the Labour Party vic- 
tory, which waa expected at that 
time. 


School’s out 


The long-awaited (or dreaded) 
summer holidays for the country's 
kindergarten and elementary school 
pupils begin today, with 720,000 
children (200,000 of them 
kindergarteners) left to their own or 
others' devices for the next two 
months apart from some time in 
camps. They join 237,000 junior and 
senior high-school pupils, whose 
school year is already over.

areas was low. Children in grades one, two, four and six 
were tested In language skills, .arithmetic. Bible, 
natural science and geog raphy. 

• Language was tfieonly subject in which the average 
achievement was satisfactory. Still, about one-third oi 
the students failed to reach that leveL Most of them 
were of Aelan-African background, first generation In 
Israel. 

• Natural science and geography were the most 
problematic. Sixty per cent of die students failed to 
score "satisfactory'' on a test of the full requirements 
according to the curriculum. 

The researchers attribute the low achievement to 
combinations of teaching, curriculum and equipment. 
Reviewing the possibilities and calling for more em- 
pirical data on teaching methods, they point to this con- 
clusion: “in complexity and in severity of expectations, 
the old curriculum (some changes have been made 
since the study; was not sufficiently adjusted to the 
level of ability of the teaching staff and studesta.” 

The investigators fear that the same problems may 
recur with new curricula, since the "specialists” who 
write textbooks put too much material into the 
'programme, and empirical checks of material against 
the absorptive powers of the children involved have not 
been sufficient. 


Observation in the classrooms has shown that 
teachers tend to teach unselectively according to the 
text book rather than according to the m anuals of the 
new curriculum. The new curriculum; furthermore, is 
based on methods for which most teachers have not 
been trained, the report states.’ 

A thorough revision in curricula is warranted, par- 
ticularly for the disadvantaged. It concludes. 

. Pupils in state-religious schools did worse cm most of 
the tests, on the whole — except for Bible, which Is 
studied in religious schools for one-and-a-half to two 
hours more each week than is state schools. 

• In language skills, 74 per cent of students in the sixth 
grade in the state schools met the minimu m criterion, 
as opposed to 58 per cent in the religious schools. Time 
spent on the subject is equal. 

• In natural science and geography, the differences 
are greatest. There is an average difference, of over 
one-and-one-half class hours a week. In grade six, 46 per 
cent of the state students met the minimum criterion — 
and IS per cent of the religious students. 

The report points out that the school populations of 
both streams are significantly different: in the 
religious stream 73 per cent are labelled f'unci tipudh , 
whereas they comprise only 33 per cent in the secular 
stream. (More than 25 per cent of all elementary school 
students study in the religious stream.) 


Ehrlich wants 
shot in arm 
for GNP

TEL AVTV. Finance Minister 
Simha Ehrlich yesterday came out 
strongly in favour of resuming 
national economic growth. 

Ehrlich, who was addressing the 
Manufacturers Association annual 
meeting at the Hilton, is the second 
minis ter this week who indicated 
that he was against Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin 'a proposal tor an 
economic freeze. (The first was 
Yigael Hurvitz, Minister of Industry, 
Commerce and Tourism). 

Ehrlich noted, however, that real 
progress would only be made next 
year since it would take time to rec- 
tify the “shortcomings” of the 
former administration, under which 
the gross national product was 
stabilized. He believed that 1978 
would see an economic growth of 
three to four per cent. 

The Finance Minister said that the 
new -administration would show no 
preference for one industrial sector 
over another. As a matter of fact,. he 
said, he would like to see the kibbutz 
and HIstadrut industrial sectors 
become members -of the Manufac- 
turers Association. He himself would 
work towards seeing that the govern- 
ment, industries did join. 

Pointing out that a healthy 
economy could better wi thst a n d 
political and other pressures, he call- 
ed upon the members of the 
Manufacturers Association to con- 
tribute their share by focusing their 
ambitions on exports. He believed 
that if all industrial sectors joined 
together In a concerted drive, ex- 
ports could leap by 25 to 30 per cent 
each year. 

Industry- would be given the 
chance to expand, first by seeing 
that it had the necessary capital. 
This could come from outside 
sources, such as floating issues on 
the stock market, as well as by 
ploughing back profits into expan- 
sion. The authorities would help find 
financing for export industries. 

Industry would find the workers it 
needed to expand. Although the 
government would not fire any 
winkers from its services, no new 
ones would be employed, thus 
gradually reducing the overall 
number in the civil service. 
Attempts would be made to shift 
workers from the. other services to 
industry, while avoiding unemploy- 
ment.

TLP — IL3m. in red — to cut 
staff, ponder its future

TEL AVIV. — The Independent 
Liberal Party will drastically cut its 
staff and activities to repay debts 
totalling XL3m. accrued during the 
Knesset and Hlstadrut elections 
campaigns, it was announced yester- 
day. 

The party’s leaders decided to hold 
a one-day conference within the 
coming fortnight to discuss the ILP's 
future. Some have recommended 
merging with the Likud, the 
Democratic Movement for Change, 
or the Alignment. 

The ILP debts result from the fact 
Its strength In the Knesset was cut 
from three members to one and its 
power in the Hlstadrut shrank from 
close to six per cent to 1.3 per cent. 
State and Hlstadrut allocations 
received during the campaigns were 
based on representation in the outgo- 
ing institutions, and the ILP now 
finds itself owing the State HA 65,000 
and the Hlstadrut £L2m. It also 
borrowed about half a million 
pounds from other public and state 
institutions. 

Gideon Hausner,' the party's only 
MK, told 27ie Jerusalem Post Us 
party will not receive its part of the 
political tax “for a year or two" until 
the debts are repaid. 

The p arty will therefore dismiss 10 
of ita 15 full time employees, 
secretary-general Yitzhak Barit ai 
repeated. It also plans to sell or lease 
its clubs In places like Ashkelon, 
Hausner added.

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Within the coming fortnight, the 
party’s executive and the central 
committee of the Liberal Workers 
Movement will consider its political 
future. 

Hausner declined to say whether 
the ILP should remain independent. 
However, party leader Mo she Kol in- 
dicated it should, saying that the 
ILP’s setback does not preclude 
future successes. Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin failed in eight elec- 
tion campaigns but won the last one, 
Kol said. 

Claim Flatto reneged 
on advertisement pay

restraining order against Samuel 
Flatto Sharon. ~mk from leaving the 
country was made yesterday in the 
Magistrate's Court here.

TEL AVIV. — The date of the next 
municipal elections, .which are due 
next year, is again uncertain 
because of differences between 
Likud factions on when it is most ex- 
pedient to schedule polling day. 

At the same time, the prospect of 
the next showdown at the polls is 
already creating tensions within the 
Alignment branch here. A general 
sparring for position Is already evi- 
dent. 

The local elections were initially 
scheduled along with the Kneaaet 
elections this autumn. When the 
Knesset elections were advanced to 
May 17, it was decided not to hold the 
local elections at the same time. 
Instead, they were postp° ae d by the 
jEighth Knesset, to between May 8 
and November 8. 1978. 

The Liberal faction of the Likud, 
however, has been urging that the 
Likud move to amend the legislation 
and set the new election date in 
January, 1B78. The arguments voic- 
ed deal mainly with partisan advan- 
tages of the earlier date. The 
Liberals argue that the Likud is "on 
a winning streak” and a long wait 
would result in a loss of momentum. 

This view is not shared by the 
liberals' Herut partners who see no 
danger in waiting, and claim that a 
Knesset Law should not be amended 
so glibly. The Herut faction prefers 
the earliest possible date allowed — 
May 8. 

According to the Liberals’ reason- 
ing. an earlier date would be par- 
ticularly more advantageous to the 
Likud In Tel Aviv, where the incum- 
bent is Liberal Shlomo La hat As 
they see ft, Tel Aviv would be the big 
political prize in the campaign, es- 
pecially as the Alignment is likely to 
do all within its power to show that It 
is still a viable political force, even 
outside the Hlstadrut. 

Of the three large cities, only Tel 
Aviv is not controlled by Labour. 

The Alignment, however, is far 
from organized for a campaign. No 
candidate to oppose La hat Is even in 


sight. Therefore, the Liberals 
reason. -the earlier the polling day, 
the less time the Alignment will have 
to organize- 

Alignment circles have unofficial- 
ly confirmed to The Jerusalem Post 
that this is also how they see the 
situation and why they support as 
late a date as possible for the 
municipal elections. 

When it was still thought that the 
local and Knesset elections might be 
held simultaneously, a specially ap- 
pointed Alignment committee held 
feverish and fruitless consultations 
to recyult a formidable opponent for 
the popular Lahat, But none could be 
found, because all the party's vote- 
getters were competing for Knesset 
seats and promises of ministerial ap- 
pointments. They also felt that the 
battle against Lahat waa hopeless. 

Now, however. Alignment local 
faction circles say, the party should 
have less trouble in finding a power- 
ful challenger for Lahat — primarily 
because “there are so many un- 
employed Labour public figures 
now.” It Is also believed that the 

Alignment might be on the rebound 
after the Knesset defeat. 

Groups within the Labour City 
Hall faction are already sparring for 
power. The list is now without a head 
as the newly-elected Knesset 
member, Eliyabu Speizer, has 
resigned his council seat. The new 
councillor Is to be Yehuda Kazla n , 
but the trouble in the party now is 
who will head the municipal opposi- 
tion. 

The number two man on the Align- 
ment side in the city council is 
veteran councillor Shraga Kantor, 
who says that It is natural that he 
would succeed Speizer. But younger 
councillors Nahum Raz and Nathan 
Wallach are challenging Kantor, 
contending that It Is time the Align- 
ment projected a younger, more 
vigourous image. 

It is clear to all sides in the dispute 
that the winner of this internal party 
battle will not head the Alignment 
election ticket. Top billing is certain 
to go to the biggest vote-getter the 
party can enlist. 


Kupat Holim suing Yadlin 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The 
Histadrut's Kupat Holim sick fund 
yesterday sued Asher Yadlin in the 
District Court here for HJ.24,000 in 
bribes he took while he was Kupat 
Holim’s chairman.

• EL30.000 Yadlin received late in 
1973 from his friend, real-estate 
broker Hava Eriichman, for infor- 
mation about a Kupat Holim land 
purchase near Beilinson Hospital in 
Petah Tlkva; 

• IL7.500 he received from M(m 
E riichman in return for information 
about another purchase, near a 
hospital in Ra’anana; 

• and ILB.500 he got from 
Eriichman for Information about a 
purchase next to Netanya’s Fbur 
Seasons Hotel. 

The sick fund said it had gone to 
court because Yadlin (who was also 
fined 1X250,000) had not answered its 
earlier demands for restitution.

Bahrain bars 
base rights 
to U.S. fleet 

BEIRUT (UPI). — The government 
of Bahrain has cancelled an agree- 
ment with the U.S. which had 
granted the American fleet base 
.rights to use the Installations of the 
Jufalr military base, the Qatari 
news agency said yesterday. 

The agreement was signed 
between the Oulf state and 
Washington in December, 1971, four 
months after Bahrain gained its in- 
dependence from Britain. 

Despite the abolition of the special 
"base rights" agreement, ships of 
the U.S. Navy will continue using the 
facilities "tn the same way they drop 
anchor at other world ports and h ar- 
bours. ’’ the agency said, quoting a 
statement by a foreign ministry of- 
ficial. 

“The governments of Bahrain and 
the United States have agreed to ter- 
minate the agreement as of June 
30," the agency said. 

Opposition to the "base rights" 
agreement first appeared after tbe 
1973 Tom Klppur War. The govern- 
ment of Bahrain at the time decided 
to cancel the agreement, but later 
re-negotiated the, accord. 


by Iran, Venezuela, Kuwait. Nigeria, 
Qatar, Algeria; Ecuador, Gabon and 
Indonesia. 

The move, which will save the 
West millions, was believed to be 
aimed mainly at settling a six- 
month-old rift between the .nine 
countries and Saudi Arabia. The 
Saudis virtually disassociated 
themselves from Opec last 
December when they (and the 
United Arab Emirates) refused to go 
along with a two-tier Opec price In- 
crease — a 10-per-cent boost that 
went into effect last January and a 
five-per-cent increase set for July 1. 
It is the second boost that the nine 
Opec members have now decided to 
forgo. 

Saudi Arabia and the UAE had at 
the time decided to Increase their 
price by only five per cent. There 
was speculation the two countries 
would then boost the price of their oil 
by another five per cent, to arrive at 
a new unified price of $12.70 a barrel. 

Saudi Arabia is Opec's top oil 
producer, with an output reaching 
over seven milli on barrels a day. It 
'Is followed by Iran, at 5.4 million 
barrels, and Venezuela, at 2.3 
million. 

The Opec oil ministers have a 
meeting scheduled in Stockholm on 
July 14. The decision to drop 
tomorrow's planned increase was 
announced in the Austrian capital in 
a terse statement which said the 
move was taken "in the interest of 
unity and solidarity of Opec." 

The statement omitted to mention 
Iraq and Libya, the remaining two 
Opec members, who have indicated 
they might go it alone and carry out 
the second five-per-cent hike 
scheduled for tomorrow. Both coun- 
tries are in the upper brackets of 
Opec producers, with Iraq’s output 
estimated at 2,300m. barrels & day 
and Libya's at 1,400m. 


Qatari commandos foil 
Lebanese hijacker 


DOHA, Qatar (Reuter). — A 26-year- 
old Lebanese, armed with a pistol 
and two hand grenades, hijacked a 
Gulf Air VC-10 airliner after take off 
foom neighbouring Dubai but was 
seized by a commando unit when the 
plane landed here yesterday. 

A Qatari military official, announ- 
cing this, named the hijacker as 
Samir Mo homed Hass an Sharara 
from Bint Jbeil, In southern 
Lebanon. 

Sharara later told reporters he hi- 
jacked the airliner to attract the 
attention of Arab countries to the 
deteriorating situation In southern 
Lebanon. 

He said they "do not care enough 
about what Is happening” there. 
South Lebanon has been the scene of 
armed clashes between Palestinians 
terrorists and -the Lebanese left on 


one hand and the Lebanese 
Christians on the other. 

Tbe plane's British pilot. Captain 
Tony Mitchell, said in a telephone in- 
terview with Reuters that he un- 
derstood the hijacker had a personal 
problem «nd wanted to meet the 
tginir of Qatar, Sheikh Khalifa Bin 
Hamad AI Than!. 

According to airport officials, 
however, the hijacker had demand- 
ed a ransom of 500,000 Qatari rlyals 
(H2m.) to exchange for the safe 
release of the passengers and crew. 

The official Qatar news agency 
said CTown Prince and Defence 
Minister Sheikh Hamad Bln Khalif a 
Al Thanl, personally supervised the 
arrest of the hijacker by a unit of 
army commandos. 

The plane left London with 30 
passengers and a crew of nine, and 
25 more passengers got on at Dubai. 


Egyptian student to prison as spy 


CAIRO (Reuter). — A 17-y ear-old 
Egyptian student was sentenced to 
10 years hard labour yesterday on 
charge o? spyin g for IsracL 
[ The prosecution told a juvenile 
court that Khaled - Mohammed 
Wahid contacted the XsraelEmbassy 
In Rome last year during a visit to 
Italy and offered his services for 
payment. 

The prosecution said he was 
recruited by the Israel intelligence 
and was given £180. 

He was arrested shortly after his 


return to Cairo last January and con- 
fessed, the prosecution said during 
the trial. 

• The prosecution had asked for the 
death sentence.

Oldest fire user’s remains 
uncovered in Greek cave 


ATHENS (Reuter). — A man's 
skeleton . calculated to be 700,000 
years old, tbe oldest ever found in 
Europe, has been uncovered to a 
cave in Northern Greece. Tbe most 
ancient traces of fire were also dis- 
covered In the cave, according to a 
Greek archaeologist. 

. Dr. Aria Poulianos told reporters 
on Tuesday that 17 years of work had 
gone into the discovery of the 
"Petralona Man," 

He added that traces of burned 
benes and ashes in hearths at all 
cultural levels in the Petralona 
Caves south of Salonika, where the 
skeleton was found, left no doubt that 
the man was a user of fire. 

"Thus we could say that we have 
at the Petralona Gave the oldest 
traces of fire used by man known 
from any excavation up to today,** 
Dr. FonUanos said. 

The previous oldest find in Europe 
was the "Heidelberg Man." dis- 


covered near the West German city 
of the same name in 1907- and 
variously estimated at between 300,- 
000 and 450,000 years old. 

The Petralona Man was right- 
handed and probably had articulate 
speech, Poulianos said. 

The cave was discovered by 
villagers in 1960, after having been 
sealed for about 500,000 years. 

"Part of tbe skeleton of the 
Petralona Man crumbled to dust 
when the scientists took It Into the 
outside air Dr. PouHanoa said. 

"But the skull itself was preserved 
by stalagmites," he said. 

Dr. Poulianos added that a series 
of uranium thorium tests and elec- 
tron spin resonance dating — a new 
technique involving measuring the 
damage caused by naturally oc- 
curring radiation — confirmed the 
date of the skull at 700,000 years plus 
or minus 10,000 years. 


Jo’burg black fined for elevator loss 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) . — A young 
black man was fined 200 rand (about 
112,200) or 200 days in jail In 
Johannesburg yesterday for kissing 
a white woman on the cheek in an, 
elevator. 

"My dignity was Injured because 
he was a stranger to me and black/* 
the woman, Amour Loren, told the 
court. The races are officially 
segregated under South .Africa's 
policy of apartheid. Interracial sex 
relations are outlawed. 

The defendant, Chriaostome 
Magub&ne. denied kissing Miss 
Loren and said she had jabbed him 
with her elbow to the elevator to 
Johannesburg's central post office. 

He testified that he asked her what 


was wrong and the young woman 
called him a “Kaffir” — a 
derogatory South African term for 
blacks — and said he stank. 

Magubape said shel lift the 
elevator after he suggested she 
should go back to school to learn 
mann ers. 

Miss Loren testified that 
Magubane leaned against her out- 
side tbe elevator and then stood next 
to her in the elevator. She said she 
asked Mm to get out, but he kissed 
her on the cheek and said "you are 
married to me." 

Miss Loren said she was so shock- 
ed she left the elevator on the third 
floor.

reaching a final negotiated peace 
settlement." He referred specifically 
to articles one and eight of that ac- 
cord, Including one section which 
said “the parties shall continue their 
efforts to negotiate a final peace 
agreement within the framework of 
the Geneva conference in accor- 
dance with Security Council Resolu- 
tion 338." 

The spokesman referred to the 
Israel-Syri&n disengagement of 
forces agreement to point to Syria's 
peaceful intentions. "This agree- 
ment is not a peace agreement,” the 
1974 document said. "It is a step 
toward a just and durable peace on 
the basis of Security Council Resolu- 
tion 338. dated October 22. 1973.” 

”In recent months,” the 
spokesman said yesterday, "Egyp- 
tian President Sadat has stated 
several times Ms willingness to sign 
a peace agreement with Israel.” 

The spokesman referred to a state- 
ment made by Sadat on February 12. 
1977. at a press conference with West 
German Foreign Minister Genscber. 
At that time, Sadat said, according to 
yesterday’s U.S. statement: 

"We are prepared today or 
t om orr ow to sign a peace treaty in 
Geneva to end the state of war and 
restore normal relations to the area. 
On the other hand. Israel must fulfil 
its commitment regarding Security 
Council resolution 242. This means 
Israel's withdrawal from the Arab 
territories it occupied after 1967. We 
are prepared today and win be 
prepared tomorrow to sign the treaty 
no matter what guarantees Israel 
demands." . 

Regarding Jordan’s peaceful in- 
tentions, the spokesman referred 
reporters to King Hussein's state- 
ment in Washington earlier this year 
which referred to a "just and lasting 
peace — one which would enable all 
the people In the Middle East to 
divert their energies and resources 
to build and attain a better future.” 


Dayan, Begin 
to thrash out 
information setup

Prime Minister Mena hem Begin 
and Ebreign Minister Mo she Dayan 
are expected to thrash out the 
problem of the organization of 
Israel’s informational activities 
abroad within the next fortnight, 
before Begto's trip to tbe U.S. 

Immediately after tbe election. 
Begin spoke of his Intention to setup 
a Ministry of Information which 
would initiate and coordinate all in- 
formational activities abroad. Since 
then, he has been silent on the sub- 
ject. 

It is understood that Begin's 
original idea was to have Shmuel 
gnt» head such a ministry. K a t z 
was subsequently sent as Begin’s 
emissary to the U.S. a mission from 
which he has just returned. Coalition 
pressures prevented Begin from 
carrying out this Idea, and It Is un- 
derstood that he now favours concen- 
trating this activity to a separate 
authority to the Prime Minister's Of- 
fice. 

Foreign Ministry officials are op- 
posed to this proposal which, they 
feel, would the ministry deprive 
of its most important func- 
tion. Katz, who Is considered a 
longtime confidant of the Prime 
Minister, la understood to believe 
that the Foreign Ministry by its very 
nature is incapable of mounting the 
sort of Intensive Information cam- 
paign which is essential to back up 
Israel's diplomacy. He is reported to 
feel that the Foreign Ministry was In 
fact in charge of tljis function hither- 
to, and was simply not up to the job. 

Katz met Dayan concerning this 
matter yesterday. It is not yet known 
what Dayan's views are and 
whether, and how hard, he would 
fight to retain information within his 
own ministry.

Begin government to follow suit! 

The Americans insist they cannot 
go to tbe Arabs to good faith to press 
them for genuine concessions on 
their part toward peace without such 
a clear statement from Israel. 

In the advance jockeying before 
the Begin visit here on July 19-20, toe 
Americans are seeking to convince 
Israel that Begin should arrive here 
ready to make such a statement. But 
they deny that the UA has laid down 
any preliminary conditions to Israel 
for the Begin visit. 

While Begin and Dayan have been 
saying that they will- negotiate 
without preliminary conditions, they 
refuse to say that Israel will make 
any. territorial withdrawal from the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip. 

Reportedly Begin took this line 
with Ambassador Lewis, insisting 
that Israel should not be forced to 
say so in advance of talks. Israel, 
Begin reportedly said, might be able, 
to convince the Arabs — during the 
negotiations — that it is in their beat 
interest for Israel to remain in 
Judea, Samaria and Gaza. The 
prime minister supposedly made toe 
argument that an Israeli withdrawal 
and the creation of a Palestinian 
"entity" there would result in 
another Lebanese bloodbath. 

The Americans believe that this 
type of logic by Begin is an ‘insult,” 
because Israel will never be able to 
convince toe Arabs that it should re- 
main to those territories. 

What is especially disconcerting to 
the U.S. is the fear that the Arabs 
will eventually come to the conclu- 
sion that the U.S. can not deliver 
Israel, and toe Arabs will then revert 
to the -military option. £ t 

Without -La commitment from 
Israel to withdraw on all three fronts 
— not necessarily to the 1967 lines 
but only to withdraw to agreed 
borders — the U.S. will have a dif- 
ficult time trying to maintain its 
diplomatic initiative, a U.S. source 
said.

A resolution calling on all states to 

help Mozambique strengthen its 


defences against Rhodesia was ex- 
pected to be introduced into the is- 
nation Security Council yesterday. 

However, Western sources at the 
UN said yesterday they had 
"definite problems” with the 
African-initiated working paper call- 
tog for immediate UN assistance to 
Mozambique. 

Western sources were scheduled to 
meet with African . delegates in an 
attempt to work out a compromise 
draft acceptable to both sides. They 
said they would not draw up their 
own woridng papa:. 

The draft under consideration ask- 
ed for UN financial assistance to 
repair the damage done by tbe alleg- 
ed Rhodesian military Incursions. It 
also called f or condemnation of 
Prime Minister Ian Smith's white 
minority government and of South 
Africa for failing to comply with UN 
sanctions against Rhodesia. 

Western sources indicated they 
were pleased that toe working pepe; 
made no specific mantta n of an- 
ticipated African demands to cut al] 
postal and telephone com- 
munications with Rhodesia.

Rebel bishop defies Pope, 
says church ‘full of thieves’ 


ECONE, Switzerland (UPI) . — 
Rebel Roman Catholic archbishop 
Marcel Lefebvre, saying he wants no 
part of a church “full of thieves, 
wolves and mercenaries," openly 
defied a papal ban yesterday by or- 
daining new priests at his 
traditionalist seminary to the Swiss 
alpine hamlet. 

"We don’t want to cooperate to the 
destruction of the church,” the 71- 
year-old French archbishop said in a 
trembling and grave* voice during a 
25-minute sermon. 

"We want to remain Catholic,” he 
told some 4,000 followers sitting on 
wooden benches in a field. "We don't 
want to belong, to a church which is 
full o_f thieves, wolves and 
mere enaries and which makes 
friends with our enemies." 

Lefebvre Identified these enemies 
as "Co mmunis ts and Freemasons.” 
Lefebvre has 100 seminarians at his 
"Our Lady of tbe Fields" seminary 
»nd Mi followers around the world 
are estimated at several tens of 
thousands. 

Lefebvre, speaking in French with 
a German Interpretation, told the 
congregation that he recently receiv- 
ed a letter "from the Vatican”, which 
charged Mm with "using my power 
for my own interests and not for the 
church." . 


- “I deeply believe that I am acting 
for the well-being of the church,” he 
said. 

“On Tuesday I also received a 
translation of a document written by 
185 German theologians who said 
that they no longer see any: 
difference between. (Protestant) -• 
pastors and priests,” Lefebvre said. 
"I do not want to be pert of such a 
church,” he declared. 

Lefebvre rejects reforms In- 
stituted by the First and the Second 
(1962-65) Vatican Councils. He con- 
tinues to say the Tridentlne Mass, 
which was established by toe Council 
of Trent to 1568 to counteract the 
Prote stant Reformation. 

“Most of those attending yester- 
day's ceremony were elderly people. 
There was total silence during and 
after the sermon. 

Lefebvre ordained 14 priests and 
22 ‘ sub-deacons. They included 10 
Frenchmen, two Britons, one Swiss 
mid one Ame rican. 

Vatican officials remainecTiilent j 
after Lefebvre’ s ordinations. Bat, 
Vatican Radio put out a brief report ! 
that the ordinations had taken place 
"despite his suspension on July 22 
last year and despite repeated ex- i 
hortations by Pope Paul VI himself ! 
to desist from this grave act of die- j 
obedience'.” 
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New birth control device 
‘perfects rhythm method’ 


— A birth control device that will 
allow women to use the rhythm 
method successfully and suffer no 
side effects may be on the market to 
two years, researchers say.. 

The device, called an Ovutlmer, 
can also be used to tell women who 
want to conceive when they are most 
fertile. 

"There are no side effects," said 
Dr. Louis Kopito, a research scien- 
tist at Massachusetts Institute ot 
T&chnology. "It’s like putting to a 
thermometer and taking It out 
again." 

Kopito cautioned that no birth con- 
trol device is absolutely accurate. 
"We want to be somewhere within 
the range of the pill (about 93 per 
cent effective),*' he said. 

The rhythm method is a birth con- 
trol technique to which women avoid 
intercourse during ovulation. 
However, since the time of ovulation 
often varies.’ the method falls about 
30 per cent of the time. 

Die Ovutimer is a seven-inch- long 
plastic device. 'Researchers say It 
makes toe rhythm method accurate, 
because It tells women when sperm 
can get past their natural defences 
and make them pregnant.

THE GIANT APE Kong appears in 
-rejuvenated form on our recurring 
-dream movie screens, shrieking his 
threats out of our primeval past, and 
making us cower in our seats 
enveloped by his stereophonic chest- 
thumping. Italian producer Dino de 
Laurentiia celebrates his move to 
America with a $2fim. remake of that 
memorable 1988 monster fDm, King 
Kong, which had Fay Wray' in the 
grip of Kong atop the Empire State 
Building. Now that the twin towers of 
the New York World Trade Oenter 
.have been built higher than the Em- 
pire State, It follows that a more 
mechanically elaborate Kong must 
scale the new man-built heights 
“Just because it's there ... !” 
-Shades of Hilary -Kong! 

Not surprisingly, the formula 
seems to work once more, and the 
gargantuan budget has created an 
equally impressive giant Kong of 
foam and plastic who succeeds in 
drawing our sympathy in his direc- 
tion. Nature's monster ravishes and 
Is ravished, arousing that depen- 
dable collective unconscious of ours 
which is the part of human ex- 
perience atm burled in our genetic 
structure. 

Tbe new Kong movie, like the 
original Beauty and the Beast story, 
is based on tbe primitive rites of our 
ancestors who pacified the gods of 
nature with human aacrlfice, 
preferably female. This time, the 
sacrifice Is leggy blonde Jessica 
Lange in full colour, fresh out . of a 
lifeboat In the Pacific. Kong, the 
..nature-god, 40 feet tall, fa bluish- 
black, and hailed by Jessica Lange 
as "the biggest person In my life." 
She is the classic dumb blonde, un- 
aware that he Is the personification 
' of her male "animus," a resurrected 
archetype from man's evolutionary

A 
suggestion to that effect was made 
by Yitzhak Livid, president of the 
Cbuncil for a beautiful Israel. 

"As a civil servant, it's not for me 
to say whether there should be a 
deputy minister. But I definitely 
agree that all government units deal- 
ing with environmental quality and 
land-use planning should be concen- 
trated in a single body. In fact, I 
have submitted recommendation to 
that effect. 

"For open spaces — nature 
reserves, national . j&rks, 
monuments, and archeological sites 
— I have suggested the establish- 
ment of a separate authority, located 
In the same ministry as the first. FOr 
the built-up areas the enforcing body 
would be the municipalities, while 
for the open spaces it would be the 
authority itself. 

"In that way. without adding too 
much manpower and using existing 
resources, we would avoid duplica- 
tion, inconsistency between different 
departments, and procrastination.

THE EPS's third sjmuaL report 
noted tbat no funda had been 
allocated for examination of the en- 
vironmental impact of three major 
power stations planned for the next 
10 years at a cost of H30 billion. Had 
matters Improved since? 

“Yea. in the 1977/78 budget, we 
were granted IL300,000 (of the- 
IU.5m. we asked for) to check the 
Environmental Impact Statement 
.for the Hadera electric plant. And 
our operating budget, which had 
remained static at H 2 m. annually 
since our founding, was raised this 
year to almost HA.ikn. (of IL30m. 
requested)." 

What would the EPS have done 
with a larger budget? 

"Mainly educational programmes 
to increase public awareness of the 
importance of protecting the en- 
vironment. And research projects, 
such as determining standards of 
sewage effluence, for example. No 
country in tbe world has developed 
standards for the re-use of sewage 
for irrigation, for industry, for drink- 
ing. So we have to do our own 
research. We use 1,800 million cum. 
of water a year and produce 250 
million cu.m, of sewage. If we treat j 
the aewage, we can recover 99.9 per ! 
cent of the water. We can't afford not 
to do it.” 

la a report issued in October 1974, : 
Marinov had described the then 
government's handling of en- 
vironmental problems as 
“disorganized." It had been a long 
time since the cabinet had had a 
serious discussion of the subject. 
Cbuld he make the same statement 
today? 

"Yes.” 

Would it, in fad, be correct to say 
that the only discussion of en- 
vironmental protection ever held by 
the former cabinet was at that 
March 1973 meeting that decided on 
the establishment of the EPS?

Secular Movement claims 
post-election membership rise 


TEL AVIV. — Dozens of people have 
Joined Israel’s new Secular Move- 
ment since the elections, according 
to Yitzhak Hasson, the movement's 
secretary and one of its founders. 

"I've been too busy to keep count 
of how many people have come to 
us," he said. "But over the past two 
weeks we got enough new members 
to open branches in Jerusalem, Tel 
Aviv and Haifa.” 

The movement started a few 
months ago as an organization of 
atheists but later appealed in its 
advertisements to agnostics, 
humanists, secularists and anyone 
else who objects to religious coercion 
or to the religious sector trying to 
force its philosophy of life on the non- 
religious. 

Hasson explained that the 
difference between the new move- 
ment and some previous 
organizational attempts along the 
same lines is that this time the effort 
would' not be limited to protests 
against specific actions. 

“If they close Rehov Hashomer in 
B’nai Brak on Saturdays, we will 
help local residents organize so they 
can drive to the beaches, but that’s 
not all we'll do. We want to offer an 
alternative to the religious, mystical 
answers on issues like our right to 
this country. Our right to be here

comes from the simple fact that peo- 
ple have moved to different parts of 
the world as the result of historical 
processes and once they get to 
wherever they have moved, they 
have a right to be there." 

He and the movement's vice- 
chairman Noa Tadmor both 
emphasized that the movement 
hopes to attract the non-religious of 
all political persuasions. "The 
religious philosophy of life and ours 
are direct opposites," Tadmor said. 
“Theoretically, you can say that 
each group should live as it pleases 
and respect tbe rights of the other, 
but in practice the religious are gain- 
ing more and more power over 
things which effect secular people's 
lives, such as education." 

In an interview with The 
Jerusalem Post a few weeks ago, Zvi 
Bernstein, secretary of the NRF. 
asked why secular parents are 
“hysterical" about the possibility 
that their children will learn Jewish 
tradition in school. After all, he said, 
nobody will force them to believe in 
it or to practise it at home. 

Hasson and Tadmor were asked to 
comment. 


“I don't know whether they're fool- 
ing themselves or just us;” Hasson 
said, "but the fact is that they don't 
intend to present tradition and 
religion as something neutral. Their 
hope is that ‘the children wUJ in- 
troduce what they have learned at 
school Into the home. We don't want 
our children to be used as agents in 
changing our way of life. 

"Another thing which we as a 
movement hope to do is help secular 
parents crystallize in their own 
minds exactly why they object, for 
instance, to lighting Sabbath 
candles.” Tadmor said. "So they will 
be able to answer their children's 
questions... When the Rabbinate 
tells you exactly what time to light 
the caudles, it’s no longer a matter of 
aesthetics." ( 

Tadmor added: "We don’t want 
our children to be given mystical ex- 
planations of what we're doing here. 
We want a secular explanation, not 
one from heaven." 

In addition to attracting new 

members, the movement plans to 

distribute a smalt newspaper and 
organize a seminar on the secular 
way ol life. Longer range plans In- 
clude appearances in schools, at 
youth movements and in other young 
people's circles. 


Exercising with your children 


I CHILDREN love to imitate grown- 
ups. Why not use this natural desire 
to encourage your children to make 
exercising as much a part of their 
'daily routine as brushing their 
teeth? 

Many parents assume that their 
children are too active to need an ex- 
ercise programme. Yet recent 
studies show that children from the 
age of five up need dally exercise 
just as badly as their overweight and 
underfit parents. Ordinary play does 
not involve enough muscle use to en- 
sure freedom from postural and 
muscular problems. 

Most schools in Israel have some 
kind of exercise programme, but 
many exercises are not very good for 
the children and might actually be 
harmful. More obvious examples of 
undesirable exercises are extreme 
deep-knee bends, which can weaken 
the muscles and cartilage that sup- 
port the knee; somersaults which 
children begin on their heads (they 
should tuck their china in and begin 
closer to the back of the neck) ; sit- 
trps with the legs stiff and fiat on the 
floor, which can cause strain in the 
lower back (it is safer to do sit-ups 
with the knees bent and relaxed); 
and, finally, toe touches, which are 
done with the knees stiff and straight 
and may cause back problems 
( never bend from the waist forward 
and down without bending your 
knees at least slightly). 

There are many exercises which 
can be done safely by even a five-

Wade upsets Evert in 
Wimbledon semi-final 


WIMBLEDON (AP). — Virginia 
Wade of Britain and Betty Stove of 
the Netherlands reached the 
Wimbledon tennis final yesterday In 
a day of upsets on the centre court. 

Wade, third-seeded, defeated 
reigning champion Chris Evert 6-2, 
4-6, 6-1 in the biggest turn-around in 
the women’s tournament at 
Wimbledon far many years. Stove. 
32, downed fourth-seeded Sue Barker 
of Britain 6-4, 2-6, 6-4. Both winners 
reached the final for the first time, 
after years of trying. 

Evert was a 2-to-5 odds-on 
favourite to retain her title — mean- 
ing you bet five pounds to win two 
pounds. 

Wade declared she played the best 
tennis of her career. She seemed to 
have conquered her temperament, 
which had figured in her repeated 
failure to make the Wimbledon final 
in previous years. She was on the at- 
tack late in the final set and kept the 
top-seeded American running with 
deep drives. 

Evert was strangely inconclusive 
in her volleying and serving. 

Wade needed only one match 
point, and she got it at the end of a 
long baseline to baseline rally. A 
forehand from the American looked 
suspiciously long, but no call came, 
and Wade slapped back a deep 
forehand. It clipped Evert’s 
baseline. 

The match was fought mainly 
from the baselines. Game after 
‘game went to ‘deuce, witt fife crowd* 


holding its breath during the long 
rallies. 


Wade led 4-0 before Evert got go- 
ing. The American, bidding for her 
third Wimbledon title, then won two 
games o t of the next three. But she 
slumped badly when she served at 5- 
2 . She double faulted twice and 
netted a forehand from close in, and 
Wade wrapped up the set in 38 
minutes. 

In the second set. Evert appeared 
to have overcome her slow start and 
hit some great shots. She broke ser- 
vice in the first game, lost her own 
service in the sixth to go 3-3, but then 
broke again for 4-3. The champion 
held her service twice in succession, 
dropping only two points, to level at 
one set all. 

Miss Wade started the final set by 
holding her service after four 
deuces, with the game ending in an 
extraordinary way. The British 
player dropped a Bbort one and 
Evert, sprinting forward, scooped it 
up and was given the point. 


Wade claimed the ball had bounc- 
ed twice on Evert’s side of tbe net. 
When tbe umpire overruled her she 
sank to the ground and buried her 
face in her hands. But Evert went 
forward and apparently admitted 
there was a double bounce. The um- 
pire changed his decision and gave 
the game to Miss Wade. 

Wade went to 3-0. Evert held ser- 
vice. but then the Briton reeled off 
the last three games. ■ • • - - -

Gaza’s 

[crumbling 

beach

GAZA. — The Abu Hawaidi Chsino, a 
well-kept restaurant and adjoining 
hotel, have been operating on the 
Gaza seashore for about 25 years. 
But I found the establishment's 
beach nearly empty on a recent Sun- 
day — a day when West Bank Arabs 
and their families would normally 
come to enjoy the waters of the 
Mediterranean. Word seems to have 
got around that the formerly sandy 
beach is now almost non-existent, 
and that erosion Is causing parts of 
the casino to slide into the sea. 

"The engineers told us that unless 
we take some sort of action by this 
winter, our restaurant and hotel are 
in danger of caving In." proprietor 
Mohammad Abu Hawaidi told The 

Jerusalem Poet . The property, adja- 
cent to Use Gaza United Nations dub 
and the Gaza Restaurant, rests on a 
seven to ten metre high ledge run- 
ning along the shore. All along this 
section, walls and floors of buildings 
are cracking and caving in and foun- 
dations are being slowly destroyed. 

Worried about the future of their 
businesses, Abu Hawaidi along with 
the owner of the Gaza Restaurant. 
Abd El MutaJIb £3 Hnsseinl, com- 
missioned the Civil and Marine 
Engineering Company of Haifa to 
study the causes of the problem. The 
cost of the report, about IL6.000. was 
borne by them. 

'The firm places blame for the ero- 
sion on two jetties built by the 
Military Government in 1972 and 
1973 to facilitate the unloading of 
ships bringing cement Into the Gaza 
Port. The pent is located about 500 
metres to the south of the eroding 
beach. According to the study ,-a ship

which was wrecked between the two 
jetties In 1975 and still remains there 
is aiding the process. 

"Before construction of the Jetties, 
the central coast of Gaza had sandy 
beaches of a fairly uniform width — 
20 to 40 metres in the summer and 
slightly less In the winter. Since the 
jetties are there, the normal flow of 
water has been interrupted, causing 
beach accretion updrift (to the 
south) and erosion downdrift (to the 
north)," the report says. 

Zt adds that the currents are pull- 
ing sand out into the sea, a natural 
phenomenon, but that, because of 
the jetties, the sand Is not being 
replaced, as is usually the case. 

1 “The almost total disappearance of 
sand in this area is laying bare rocky 
beaches and allows waves to attack 
directly the structures located along 
th‘e beach and undermine them." it 
aays. 

The Haifa firm offers the 
businessmen a number of alter- 
natives. The best one would be to 
build twin offshore breakwaters, 
similar to the ones which protect the 
Tel Aviv coast, located parallel to 
the shoreline and about 200 metres

Into the sea. The firm places a price 
tag of about IL7m. on such a large- 
scale restoration project. 

Where will the money come from? 
The businessmen expect the Military 
Government to bear the cost 
because, in their opinion, the jetties 
were built without adequate studies 
to determine what effect they would 
have on the surrounding beaches. 
The two men have presented a copy 
of the report to the Gaza municipali- 
ty and were promised that the issue 
would be raised with the Military 
Governor. 

Sources in the Military Govern- 
ment say that the cost should be split 
between the municipality, the 
businessmen and the military. They 
also say that a number. of other 
solutions are being studied. 

Wherever the money is to come 
from, a solution must be found quick- 
ly. Otherwise the Gaza seafront, 
which is currently the main beach 
available to West Bank and Gaza 
residents as well as to UN and 
UNRWA personnel in the area, will 
become littered with the rubble of 
the buildings which now tower above 
it. 


London financiers stand np to boycott

TEL AVIV. — Financial circles In 
the City of London are truly objec- 
tive in all economic matters; they 
will never give In to any pressure, 
such as the Arab boycott. Lord Bar- 
mar Nlcholls Bt.. J.F., of Peter- 
borough. said this week at a. 
luncheon at which the balance sheets 
for 1976 of the Tardenia and 
Halvanon Insurance companies were 
presented. The consolidated balance 
sheet of the two companies, which 
are of about the same financial size, 
stood at IL390m. at the end of 1976 (a 
58 per cent Increase over the 
previous year) with profits standing 
at U£.Gm. (compared to DU. 2m- in 
1975). 

Lord Harmar. who is on the board 
of directors of both companies, made 
his statement in answer to a ques- 
tion. if the London branch of 
Halvanon would not find the going 
hard In London due to Arab 
pressure. 

“Not only is this not so," he said, 
'but.-ln ,our : age and generation we 


often witness the offspring outdistan- 
cing the founder. I hope this proves 
so in this case." 

The London branch, founded in 
1973, ran up a deficit of £100,000 in Its 
first twoy ears of operation; in 1976 it 
made a profit of £2,791, leaving a 
deficit of £97,000. 

Herzl Lebanon-, chairman of the 
board of both companies, noted that 
the deficit was only a technical one, 
due to the stringent English 
regulations of building up a con- 
siderable reserve to protect the com- 
pany’s clients. 

Lord Nlcholls, as well as Mr. 
Lebanon, were re-elected to the 
board of directors earlier this week, 
as were Jamil Shalhoub, an Arab 
Christian from Haifa, and Sheikh 
La bib Abu Rukun, a Druse from the 
Galilee, and several others, all 
Jewish. 

The companies have a paid up 
capital of !Ll9.8m.. and Lebanon 
said the board was weighing the 
possibility of floating an Issue on the 
stock market to raise more working 
capital in order to expand the 
business of the compozdes.- • - •- 


French law 
stymies Arabs 

PARIS (AP) . — A new French law 
sympathetic to Israel has stymied 
French firms trying to negotiate 
deals with Arab countries, informed 
sources said on Monday. 

The law says any person or firm 
contributing to the disruption of the 
economy of any country for religious 
or racial reasons will face fines and 
possibly prison sentences. 

The sources said the French body 
that finances most export deals feels 
if It helps French firms export to 
Arab countries it is guilty of com- 
plicity in the Arab boycott of Israel. 

As a result the body has not dealt 
with new dossiers since the law 
came into effect three weeks ago, 
preferring to wait until the extent to 
which it might be liable is made 
clearer by the government. 

The sources added that French 
firms are losing Arab orders to 
France’s competitors as a result of 
the confusion over the law, and that 
a clarifying government directive is 
expected shortly. 


Higher shipping 
rates discussed 

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
HAIFA. — The Shippers Cbuncil has 
started negotiations with the ship- 
ping conferences on the increase of 
freight rates to go Into force next 
month. 

The negotiations .started with the 
French line, which is run jointly by 
the French C.N.F. Company and 
Zina. The line’s representative 
proposed a 15 per cent Increase on 
both imports and exports, but Ship- 
ping Council director. Arieh 
Mehoulal suggested a much smaller 
rise . He noted that in- view of Israel's 
economic difficulties, a steep rise in 
freight charges would further reduce 
exports and at the same time make 
the Cal Air Freight company more 
competitive, hi the longrun the ship- 
ping companies would not gain by 
the higher rates, he said. 

The talks with the French delega- 
tion were postponed till Sunday. Dur- 
ing the next fortnight delegations 
from the other conferences serving 
Israel will come here for 
negotiations. 

Mehoulal noted that the country’s 
maritime freight bill now comes to 
ILSb. annually, and every percen- 
tage point of increase would amount 
to considerable sums. For tbis 
reason he expected the negotiations 
to be “quite difficult." 


H.500,000 to promote work safety 
among Arabs from the territories

GAZA. — The National Insurance 
Institute bas allocated IL500.000 to 
finance a full-scale programme aim- 
ed at encouraging job safety 
awareness among workers from the 
administered territories employed 
by Israeli firms. According to 
Nissim Ivri* representative of the in- 
stitute in the Gaza Strip, who is 
responsible for the campaign. Its 
purpose is "to save lives and avoid 
suffering for families as well as 
needless expense to the public.” 

Ivri told The Jerusalem Post last 
week that according to .studies 
productivity on a work site drops off 
by 50 per cent on the day of a serious 
accident. It remains 20-30 per cent 
below average for another two or 
three days. In view ol tbe fact that 
there were some 2,000 accidents 
among workers from the territories 
in 1976, Ivri requested a budget from 
tbe National Insurance Institute for 
his campaign. 

The programme encompasses 
about 250 firms, from Eilat to 
Rehovot, which employ 30 or more 
workers from the territories. 
Speakers from the Institute for Safe- 
ty and Hygiene are sent to the work 


siteB to explain procedures and 
precautions. 

Special booklets on job safety have 
been printed and are distributed to 
the .workers when they renew their 
employment permits. In addition, 
pasters have been translated Into 
Arabic and a series of ads are 
appearing on Arabic radio and TV 
broadcasts as well as in the Arabic 
press. 

Ivri has asked the managers of 
participating firms to appoint one of 
the workers as a "safety trustee." 
These men will attend three days of 
-seminars in Ashkelon, where they 
will receive instruction in first aid, 
fire-fighting and safety procedures. 
Eventually about 300 workers will 
take part In these courses. 

When the. workers return to their 
places of employment they will be 
responsible for watching out for 
safety violations. Offenders can be 
brought to trial. 

Some 64,000 workers from the 
territories work in Israel. They are 
all fully covered by the National In- 
surance laws. About 55 per cent are 
employed in construction, 20 per 
cent in Industry and 15 per cent in 
agriculture. 

The safety campaign, which began 
in April, will continue for a year.

The 
project is the brainchild of an Israeli 
architect, a- graduate of the Tech- 
nion, who plans to pxport the fur- 
niture on a large-scale basis. 

In recent years tee local wicker 
furniture industry has expanded 
rapidly, with tbe turnover for 1976 
reaching Hi. 2m. Until' now, the fur- 
niture was usually made in small 
shops in Gaza town,. where 
craftsmen construct the familiar 
chairs, tables and hat racks, sold at 
a number of roadside stands- around' 
the country. The furniture is made 
from bamboo imported from South- 
East Asia. 


Largest Greek 
airport opens 

RHODES (AP). — Greece's newest 
' and biggest airport opened for 
business here this week with of- 
ficials confident that It will help 
clear'the congestion and reach new 
heights In accommodating foreign 
visitors. 

’ .Rhodes, considered a "poormas- 
richman" holiday playground in the 
Aegean off Turkey's southwestern 
coast, was in dire need of the new 
airport because of increased stir traf- 
fic over the past ten years- The air- 
port, which cost £30m. and took five 
years to complete, can handle up to 
4.0)0 passengers at any given time 
and has a 3,300-metre runway to 
meet the requirements of the largest 
passenger jets including the super- 
sonic Concorde. > 


The new firm has already sent a 
trial shipment to Scandinavia where 
it met with success and earned some 
62,000 in foreign currency. Tbe fur- 
niture was disigned by the architect 
himself and has been described as 
"a combination of Italian and Orien- 
tal styling." 

The firm expects to tap European 
and American markets as well. 
Prospects seem good, since wicker 
rockers, similar to ones sold in Gaza 
for around IL180 ($18.-) are selling in 
better New York stores for well over 
$100.

Step forward in plastic 
sheeting production

TEL AVTV- — Israeli inventiveness 
has resulted in the development of a 
totally new structural plastic 
sheeting material trade-named 
QUALEX. Unique' in appearance 
because of its double-faced sheeting 
construction. Qualex Is made of 
polycarbonate thermoplastic. 

The producer of the material is 
Pollgal, an enterprise of Kibbutz 
Ram at Hashofet near Megiddo. The 
material was developed jointly with 
Sy-Keet Industries of Tel Aviv. Su- 
Keet, founded some 20 years by 
Aharon Eden, specializes in the for- 
mulation sale of plastic materials. It 
was Eden who convinced the 
Makhteshim Bccrsheba factory to 
enter into the production of 
polyester. Eden also worked closely 
with the Dutch-based General Elec- 
tric Company in developing an ap- 
propriate formulation of the polycar- 
bonate plastic which would be 
suitable for extrusion at Foligal's 
manufacturing plant. 

Su-Keet has entered into a com- 
mercial marriage of convenience 
with Ramat Hashofet and will act as 
exclusive sales agent for the produc- 
tion of the PoligaJ plant. Neither the 
product nor the production techni- 
ques have been patented, since they 
came under the category of 
proprietary know-how. Initial 
production and soles plans call for a 
first-year output of 1.000 tons. 

The development of Qualex In 
effect Introduces a new dimension 
into the plastics industry. The nature 
of the plastic, its formulation, and 
the novel method of the construction 
of the sheet, give the finished 
product some very unusual qualities. 
Its transmission of light is 90 per 
cent that of conventional glass. For 
all practical purposes it is un- 
breakable. 

Qualex opens up a new area in the 
use of plastic materials for struc- 
tural purposes. It also gives a 40 per 
cent improvement in insulation over 
solid glass and PVC sheets, hi addi- 
tion. Qualex stands up well under all 
weather conditions. 

Hie newness of the Qualex rein- 
forced sheeting is such that neither 
the producers nor the distributors 
can predict the whole range of end- 
product applications. One obvious 


use would be as a replacement for 
glass partitions in schools and of- 
fices. The excellent Insulation 
properties qualify tbe sheeting as a 
eonserver of energy. 

Experiments are now being 
carried out to determine Qualex's 
suitability for use in solar energy 
collectors. The material can be con- 
veniently moulded under heat and- 
prcssurc. There is no difficulty in 
shaping it into shower stalls or light 
fixtures. 

Pounding Qualex with a hammer 
will not shatter it. "The unusual 
qualities of Qualex could make it a 
competitor to conventional PVC," 
Eden said. 

Su-Keet intends the local 
marketplace to serve as a testing 
ground for its new product. "Our 
production plans call for a large- 
scale export programme, both In 
sheet form and in locally produced 
materials using Qualex. At this time, 
the most promising products appear 
to be solar heat collectors, 
greenhouses and modular building 
systems," Eden said. 

The export F.O.B. price of Qualex 
is $7-310 per square metre, depen- 
ding on the thickness. 

One of the early applications of 
polycarbonate sheeting was in space 
helmets. In the form of Qualex, the 
material seems to have come down 
to earth now. 


Higher allowance 
for rest home stay 

TEL AVIV. — Histadrut employees, 
and workers covered by collective 
agreements between the Histadrut 
and the Manufacturers' Association, 
will get 30 per cent more (a total of 
IL15S.60 a day) for stays at rest 
homes. 

Tbe new rate, effective as of last 
Sunday, was officially announced 
(Tuesday! at the Histadrut Trade 
Union Department’s weekly 
meeting, where it was approved. It 
comes after Kup&t Holim raised the 
rates at its rest homes by 30 per cent. 

The Histadrut Trade Union 
Department's approval applies only 
to Histadrut employees. It is 
customary, however, that these 
agreements are adopted by the 
'Manufacturers' Association. 
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Schools under examination 


THE PUBLIC disclosure, by Charlie Biton MK, of a black 
market' in stolen matriculation exams warrants immediate 
police action, as well as the full investigation pledged by Educa- 
tion Minister Zevulun Hammer. But the exposure of this long- 
suspected racket should not divert the attention of the public 
from the real issues involved. 

The inordinate emphasis on examination in our school system 
has long been under fire. Many students, and some teachers, 
have been asking aloud whether the tests are a true measure of 
scholarship, whether preparing tor them is any contribution to 
learning — and whether the curriculum itself has any relevance 
to the nation's current needs and future tasks. 

In & quieter way the same questions came to light with the 
publication this week of the Minkowich report on achievement 
in elementary schools, where the demands of formal education 
begin. That solid study deserves rather more attention than a 
passing scandal. 

The report has been cited by interested parties to prove that 
state-religious education is inferior to state education, that in- 
tegration has at best no effect on school achievements — or 
other prefabricated conclusions awaiting a statistical founda- 
tion. 

It is true that the research, sponsored jointly by the Education 
Ministry and the Hebrew University, gives evidence for those 
claims. It indicates a lower average level of achievement for 
religiousschool students than for secular schools on all subjects 
tested except Bible. The finding might give pause to those who, 
like Mr. Hammer, believe more “Jewish content” in the schools 
is something close to a panacea. 

What is it, however, that accounts for the relative inferiority 
of the state-religious schools? The fact that these schools spend 
fewer classroom hours on secular subjects may be part of the 
explanation. But the religious school students also achieved 
lower grades iir language skills, for which class hours are equal 
in both systems. More pertinent is the higher percentage of 
“disadvantaged” students {fund tvpuah), mostly sons and 
daughters of the Oriental community, in the religious schools. 

But it is not just a matter of the composition of the student 
body. Most schools with a majority of disadvantaged pupils suf- 
fer from poorer equipment (or lack of training in its use), 
poorer services (such as psychological counselling), and less 
experienced teachers. Especially hard-hit are schools In 
development towns — despite Ministry policy to reinforce 
enrichment programmes. 

The field study of the Minkowich team was done, in May 1973, 
before the Ministry's introduction of the Welfare Project, which 
now gives priority to formal and informal education 
programmes in 47 disadvantaged settlements and 
neighbourhoods . It remains to be seen whether the controver- 
sial project has made a significant change. But at least the new 
research offers a precedent in assessing extensive programmes 
in terms other than the number of milli ons invested. 

As for integration of students from Oriental and Occidental 
backgrounds, it seems from the report to have had neither the 
expected positive nor the feared negative effect on scholastic 
achievement. To be successful on the academic level, integra- 
tion evidently needs to be supplemented by special programmes 
designed to enrich classroom experience, and these have not 
been widely available. 

The fact is, however, that most elementary schools in the 
country are still homogeneous neighbourhood schools. There 
have been local initiatives in integration which, as the report 
iidtes, are supported by the majority of teachers. But the 
Ministry has yet to adopt a firm policy in the matter. 

Given the findings of the report, the Ministry will also have to 
deal with the relatively poor performance of even “good” 
students. This may necessitate some thorough overhaul of the 
curriculum. As the report points out, today's curriculum is 
probably too cluttered up and too complex for the good of both 
students and teachers. 

The Minkowich report (nearly 600 pages long) points up 
problems too deep to be solved by "more hours" of any one sub- 
ject, and it is too serious a document to be used for arguments 
along political or factional lines. It requires a response worthy 
of the challenge, first and foremost from the Ministry of Educa- 
tion under its new leadership. 
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The DMC and the government — two views 


AS THE Democratic Movement for 
Change enters a crucial week of dis- 
cussions on whether ornot to join the 
Begin government, it would do well 
to keep in mind the example of the 
National Religious Party. 

'Die NRP, as Its younger activists 
would he the first to admit, was 
always bedevilled by the glaring gap 
between its claim that it represented 
the high principles of Orthodoxy and 
its record of selling out to the senior 
Mapal, or Labour, partner in coali- 
tion talks. 

Coalition negotiations between 
Labour and the NRP always began 
on a high ideological note and over a 
period of weeks ended in low-grade 
haggling over Cabinet seats, deputy 
ministerships, special budgetary 
subventions, kashrut inspectors to 
Argentina and positions on remote 
religious councils. 

And the NRP’s cheapened image 
resulted In its winning only about 
half the votes of the religious popula- 
tion. It also alienated a growing 
number of potential younger 
religious voters, and sowed the seeds 
of the revolt of the younger elements 

in the party that might yet lead to its 
rejuvenation. 

What prevented the NRP from 
dwindling to a minuscule faction, 
however, was the fact that in' addi- 
tion to being a political party it was. 
In the standard Israeli pattern, an 
Important conglomeration of 
economic, local and bureaucratic in- 
terests. 

To return to the DMC, there are 
many cogent arguments that can be 
made for and against its Joining the 
Begin government. What the party 
leadership should be intensely aware 
of. however. Is the danger to the con- 
tinued existence of the DMC which 
attaches to Its joining on the cheap. 


Joining in might be right, if. 


YOSEF GOELL advises the 
DMC to make its entry into the 
government conditional on the 
Likud's acceptance of some of 


those domestic policy demands 
which formed the core of the 
original programme of the new 
party. 


THE DMC differs from the NRP in 
two important respects. Its rank and 
file is. by and large at the same time 
much more idealistic and 


sophisticated than the NRP’s, and It 
cannot rely on the support of an In- 
terest group to keep it alive if the 
idealism of its members and poten- 
tial voters is undermined. 

The point is that the registered 
membership of 35,000, an impressive 
achievement for the incredibly short 
period is which the DMC was 
organized, can vanish in a twinkling. 

Why belabour the point? Because 
of the unmistakable impression, con- 
veyed by reports of Mr. Be gin’s 
latest concessions to Prof. Yadln, 
that what is being attempted is a 
repetition of the Labour Party’s 
traditional negotiating tactics vis-a- 
vis the NRP. 

According to these reports, the 
Prime Minister is offering the DMC 
a fourth seat in the Cabinet; assur- 
ingProf. Yadin that he will be Acting 
Prime Minister during Mr. Be gin’s 
trips abroad; and giving the DMC 
the right to speak out, and possibly 
even to vote, against the government 
in which it will participate, on. condi- 
tion that this does not affect the 
government’s majority. 

There is a certain impression of ■ 
deja im about these carrots, whose 
equivalents were so often used by 
Labour to provide the final tug for 
the NRP (and the Independent 
Liberals). If the DMC decides to 
bite, it will be labelling itself an ac- 
cidentally glorified ILF, and Its sup- 


porters would be fully justified in 
asking why they did not vote for the 
ILP in the first place. 

The six weeks that have passed 
since the election would seem to in- 
dicate that there is little validity to 
the argument that the DMC should 
enter the government for the pur- 
pose of saving Mr. Begin from 
himself. The interplay of per- 
sonalities in Mr. Be gin’s Cabinet is 
such that it is quite clear that the 
Prime. Minister will dominate it 
completely on foreign policy 
matters. 

In fact, the saving grace of the 
Begin ■ Cabinet, even for the op- 
ponents of Mr. Be gin’s views, is that 
Israel finally has a government that 
is clear about its foreign policy aims. 

The only imaginable way for the 
DMC to make a dent in this im- 
pressively monolithic policy would 
be to obtain a credible promise from 
the Liberals In the Cabinet that if it 
comes to the crunch they will make 
common cause with the DMC, and 
possibly, one or 'two other Ministers, 
in order to be a moderating influence 
on the Prime Minister. There is at 
present absolutely no Indication that 
such a commitment Is in any way at- 
tainable. 


THIS IS NOT to argue that the DMC 
should not join, the government on 
any condition, only that it would be 


courting political debilitation if it 
joined under any unwarranted illu- 
sion. 

In the earlier round of coalition 
talks, the DMC negotiators appear in 
have adopted a dead-end strategy, 
by choosing to stake everything on 
the chanc e of reaching an agreement 
on the foreign policy issues. On some 
points — such'&s opposition to West 
Bank concessions in the absence of 
peace, or to the creation of an in- 
dependent Palestine — the DMC and 
the Likud are in agreement (as Is the 
majority of the Alignment). On other 
immediate issues, such as settle- 
ment in the West Bank outside the 
Alton Plan areas, the two parties are' 
at loggerheads. 

But the settlement issue should not 
necessarily be the one to keep the 
DMC out of the government. Mr. 
Be gin’s and Gush Emunlm’s plans 
for The immediate addition of 
TTadnms in the West Bank will most 
probably be stopped by Mr. Carter. 
In the unlikely event that the 
American President does not cast a 
clear-cut veto on such symbolic ac- 
tions, which in themselves will have 
little effect on Israel’s real political 
and military situation, why should 
the DMC get all hot and bothered? 

. Perhaps the best unsolicited ad- 
vice that can be given to the DMC is 
that it go back to square one. 

The new party started off by 


THE CLAIM is often made that rank 
and file opinion within the 
Democratic Movement for Change is 
overwhelmingly in favour of joining 
the government. This, of course, is a 
mere assertion, impressionistic at 
best, tendentious at worst. 
Interestingly, those who argue this 
way have not (as far as can be ascer- 
tained from the press) called for a 
referendum to discover what the 
majority of members actually think 
on this issue. 

What would seem to be well es- 
tablished Is that the great majority 
of the votes won by the DMC in the 
recent Knesset elections came from 
the centre and centre-left. It has 
been estimated that only two or 
three seats, at most, came from 
potential Likud voters, and that the 
rest were produced by the defection 
of voters from the Labour Align- 
ment, the Independent Liberal Party 
and the Civil Rights Movement. 

Is It possible that such a con- 
stituency is really eager to 
strengthen — almost unconditionally 
— a government headed by 
Menahem Begin and Ezer Weiz- 
man? The fact Is that the DMC per- 
formed well in the Histadrut elec- 
tions after breaking off coalition 
talks. 

The fate of the ILP, now almost 
wiped off the political map, shows 
what can befall a centre party which 
becomes Identified with an un- 
popular coalition in which it exer- 
cises no real Influence. The 
creditable performance of party 
members in secondary ministerial 
posts provides no safeguard against 
disaster. 

Tourism became a major industry 
under Moshe Kol, but his party 
received no credit for It with the 
voters. The ILP was punished for Its 
association with the Labour govern- 
ment — and for its failure to join the 
DMC and the CRM in a strongeentre 
bloc. For a new centre party with 
left-centre support to enter a right

wing-clerical coalition might well 
constitute an act of political suicide. 


ANOTHER frequent argument 
states that a party committed to 
"change” will lose credibility, if it 
does not join the government. Only 
with ministerial power in its grasp, it 
is said, can the party push through 
the reforms which it advocates. 

But this, again, is a thesis which 
cuts both ways. Unless, for example, 
the party can force through its elec- 
toral reform more or less unchanged 
it will suffer a grievous loss of 
credibility. Given the known stand of 
the two religious parties, both coali- 
tion and preferred partners,' the 
DMC’s concept of electoral reform 
would seem to have little chance of 
becoming law in any but the most 
emasculated form. 

Yet, it Is also argued, the DMC 
could work within the coalition so as 
to moderate government positions, 
and together with the Liberals in the 
Likud it might even force through a 
modified foreign policy . Perhaps the 
Liberals and the DMC could even 
join up to farm a powerful centre 
bloc, thus isolating He rut on the 
right? 

This Is certainly a possibility, but 
not, on the face of it, a very likely 
possibility. The Liberals have shown 
themselves in the past to be com- 
pletely unwilling to break with He rut 
even on issues of crucial national in- 


terest. In August 1970 — acting 
against their own judgment — they 
followed Menahem Begin out of the 
National Unity Government when 
the Likud leader refused to accept 
the U.S. cease-fire initiative with its 
mention of Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242. In the recent Dayan affair 
the same tale of self-abnegation 
repeated itself. 

Why should the Liberals risk their 
historic alliance now when It has 
finally proved its electoral effec- 
tiveness? And, again, why should we 
assume that the DMC willbe the one 
to exert all the influen ce? ' ■ 

It is a known fact that there is a 
minority within the DMC leadership 
which is very close to the Likud on 
crucial foreign polic y Issues. Will 
these members necessarily remain 
loyal to DMC principles once they 
are in the government? Would they 
be ready to follow Yigael Yadin into 
the wilderness in the event of a crisis 
over the Geneva talks and territorial 
compromise? 


DESPITE all the complex 
manoeuvring, there is only one real 
issue facing the DMC. 

hi its platform and In the election 
campaign the movement took a 
clear stand on foreign policy. It 
came out for a “democratic .and 
Jewish" state; for a strategy based 
on the River Jordan as a security 
frontier; and against a third, a 


Palestinian, state on the West Bank. 

These formulae meant that the 
DMC accepted the logic (though not 
necessarily the details) of the Alton 
Plan. In the great debate which has 
divided Zionist HriwiriTig since 1967 
(or even since 1937) , the DMC openly 
sided with the Qtsim We ixm ann- 
Davld Ben-Gurion school of thought, 
against that of Jabotinsky and' 
Begin. Their doctrines set the two, 
schools wide apart. 

One school believes that Israel 
should not willingly weigh Itself 
down permanently with the burden 
of an additional Arab minority of 
c lose to one million. The other insists 
that what courts is the restoration of 
historical territory regardless of 
ethnic or any other utilitarian con- 
siderations. 

One side views the* continued 
pacification of a huge and hostile 
population as a cancer eating away 
at the body politic, gradually but 
relentlessly. The other sees in the 
"redemption’’ of these areas a life- 
giving force, a source of moral 
strength. 

Here an attempt is made to 
separate the legitimate re- 
quirements of security and self- 
defence from territorial expansion 
for its own sake. There this demar- 
cation line is deliberately blurred, 
and security borders are identified 
automatically with political fron- 
tiers.

THE FEAR OF UKUD 


To the Ed Hot of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — I refer to Meir Merfaav’s 
prediction of doomsday In the wake 
of Likud's election victory, as ex- 
pressed in his Viewpoint “A terrify- 
ing credibility" (June 16) . I certainly 
hope events will eventually prove 
him and his predictions wrong. 

Prior to the Likud's victory, the 
fears he mentions were in the other 
camp. Thousands of good, liberal, 
progressive Israelis, many of them 
ardent supporters of the historical 
Mapal and the Labour parties, didn’t 
sleep at night because of their fears 
of toe consequences of the Labour 
Government policy. A leadership 
that had no answer to Arab war 
threats ; a leadership that believed in 
a moderate Sadat; a leadership that 
knew that giving up Judea and 
Samaria would jeopardise the 
security of the country ; a leadership 
that manoeuvred between refusal 
and agreement to attend the Geneva 
conference and hoped that Europe 
and the U.S. would then stand by 
Israel; a leadership that was not 
sure of itself; a leadership that tried 
vainly for ID years to persuade Hus- 
sein to accept the Alton Plan; a 
leadership that (to quote Mr. 
Merhav) raised ‘ ’proto-imperial at- 
titudes" and “denuded our society of 
its essential values" — that was the 
leadership that Instilled so much 
fear, uneasiness and anxiety that the 
majority of Israelis now look to the 
Likud for leadership. 

What Is the “terrifying 
credibility” that puts fear into Mr. 
Merhav? Mr. Be gin's virtues, as 
quoted from his article: He is 
serious, sincere, decent, devoted, 
gallant, generous, consistent, 
courageous. “Begin is a man of prin- 
ciple and honour.” But there are also 
some harsh comments. A “basic 
Irrationality of world view, of con- 
ception of Zionism, of perception of 
reality and of concrete political 
position." 

Mr, Begin had no possibility to 
prove bis abilities during the past 29 
years. But we can draw conclusions 
from his past. In toe forties, towards 
the end of World War n. It was Mr. 
Begin who foresaw the Impending 
end of the British Empire. It is to his 
credit that he foresaw that the fight 
of the Jewish underground had a fair 
chance of success, that he an- 
ticipated a joining of forces of the 
Hagan a, the Irgun and the Stern 
Group for a common assault against 
British occupation, that, as a 
member of the Government of 
National Unity during the Six Day . 
War. and as “a man of principle and 
honour," he agreed to the govern- 


ment consensus not to attack Jor- 
dan. (although that meant forgoing 
Jerusalem) unless Israel was at- 
tacked first. 

I won’t get into Mr. Merhav’s fears 
(there are so many...), with regard 
to religious influence on the Govern- 
ment. I am not rieligious, and I am 
not afraid. 

Mr. Merhav then asks “what kind 
of Israel can we expect i from the 
Likud)? Perhaps a lesson can be 
learnt from tbe causes for the 
decline and fall of Labour." And he 
continues: "an Israel'whlch stands 
for continued oppression of another 
people... will become corrupt front 
within." 

Mr. Merhav thus shifts the corrup- 
tion that is present everywhere now 
to a future date, for the convenience 
of his arguments against the Likud. 
It is not the "oppression" that Mr. 
Merhav foresees which will create 
corruption. The corruption Is here 
now, created by the 
manipulations of the Labour Go vern- 
ment which considered that the State 
of Israel belonged to it. No “op- 
pression" can create the kind of cor- 
ruption we now have. 

The author's prophetical dooms- 
day views cannot change the fact that 
the Likud Government carries with 
it the only possibility of a change for 
the better, on the domestic front as 
well as in foreign policy.

OVER-HEARD in the Knesset cor- 
ridors: 

A propos of the DMC proposal to 
express readiness to go to Geneyaon 
toe basis of U.N. Resolution 242, it is 
clear that the Democratic Move- 
ment for Change is ready to join the 
Cabinet on tbe baste of 424 — four 
Ministers, two Deputy Ministers and 
crawling on all fours. J*B, 
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emphasizing the need for solutions to' 
long-term domestic problems, even 
in toe context of a seemingly Insolu- 
ble foreign policy situation. This was » 
coupled with a two-stage strategy, la 
the first months of the DMCa ex- 
istence, Prof. Yadin spoke of aiming 
for 10-15 seats in toe Knesset,' which 
would be used as leverage for bring- - 
Lng about electoral reform. This in 
turn was to make possible a second 
stage push for higher- political 
stakes. 

Midway in toe campaign, pre- 
election polls which spoke of a possi- 
ble 25-90 seats went to the DMCa 
head. But toe fact is that the DMC 
won just 15 seats and in a configura- 
tion which made it possible for the 
Likud to form a government without 
it. 




IF THERE IS any validity tothe con- 
tinued existence of the DMC as a 
fresh political party, it lies 
specifically in a return to this two-, 
stage strategy. A 15-man taction 
cannot expect to dictate to a govern- 
ment which has a narrow majority, 
without it. It can realistically try to 
win concessions on one or two points 
which it considers central to its 
political existence. 

In the present case, considering 
the DMC's electorate, it would seem 
reasonable fur the DMC to make its 
entry into the coalition conditional 
on a Likud commitment to its' con- 
cept of electoral reform, and on a. 
reversal of some of the more 
egregious concessions on religious 
Issues made to Agudat YisraeL 

It is not at all obvious that Mr. ' 
Begin would agree to such con- 
ditions. If be does not. then it should 
be a clear sign to the DMC that the 
Prime Minister will indeed persist in 
treating them in the government as 
the most Junior of partners. That 
perception was what led Prof. 
Yadin, only a fortnight ago, to 
recommend calling off the 
negotiations with the Likud. 


Here there is room for diplomatic 
manoeuvre, for weighing and 
measuring choices, for firmness and 
moderation, for a dialogue with 
friend and foe. There, hands are tied, 
options closed. 


THE ELECTORAL strategy of the 
DMC' was devised bo as to make 
possible entry into a coalition with 
the Alignment on a platform of 
domestic reform. It also left toe door 
open to a coalition with the Likud on 
the assumption that the DMC would 
hold the parliamentary balance and 
thus could ensure a moderate line in 
foreign policy- 

The election results closed both of 
these options. If the DMC now enters 
the government it will be joining a 
■coalition led by Begin-Weirman- 
Day an and fully committed to a 
Greater Israel policy. Such a govern- 
ment may eventually negotiate 1 a 
territorial compromise on the West' 
Bank, but this would be its last 
choice when all has failed, and 
American-Soviet pressure has 
'become overwhelming. 

In the meantime we are likely to 
witness a confrontation with 
Washington, a cut-down (if nota cut- . 
off) of rtd. and as a result a period of 
profound crisis. Alternatively there 
will be an attempt (perhaps 
successful) to trade off large areas 
in the Golan and Sinai in order to 
gain another year or two of quiet 
without reference lo the West Bank. 

And. throughout, the DMC will be 
bound by toe coalition partnership to 
silence, and it may even be induced 
by the logic of the situation to defend 
policies diametrically opposed to its 
platform. The case for what is often 
called "sane Zionism" would have to 
be made by toe truncated and dis- 
credited Alignment alone. 

The opportunity to educate the 
public in the realities of our situation 
land in the nature of Zionism at its 
best would be lost. 
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THE DMC Is now at a cross-roads. It 
can remain true to its principles, 
create an honest and bold opposition, 
support the g overnment when It Is 
right and attack it when it Is wrong, 
tons setting an example of civic 
responsibility. An opposition of fifty' 
six can keep the government under 
constant pressure, forcing it to 
calculate its actions with care and to 
justify them in open debate. 

In this role the DMC can con- 
solidate itself and grow as the un- 
disputed centre party, more 
democratic than Labour, saner than 
the Likud. 

Or else toe DMC can exchange its 
ideological commitment for a minor 
role in a government which totally 
rejects its philosophy. It would be a 
sad ending for ft movement which 
was founded less than a year ago to 
restore credibility to our political 
system, to clean out the Augean 
stables of Israeli public life. Aud it 
would be a sad day for a eouirtry o'- 
desperately izi need of firm mart*, 
leadership as Israel. '-‘Sa g
